Taylor, Henry Wallace's 
third- 
partv running mate, was arrested 
and charged with disorderly con 
duct May 1 when he defied police 
and tried to enter the 
meeting 
hall through the entrance set aside 
for Negroes. 
Police Judge Oliver Hall 
found 
Taylor guilty last Tuesday, 
fined 
him $50 and gave him a 180-day 
suspended jail 
sentence. 
Taylor 


immediately served notice that he 
intended to appeal. 


Justice Departmenl officials said 
their interest was not confined to 
Ihe Taylor affair. They said they 
have received several 
complaints 
thai delegates to the Congress were 
deprived 
of

constitutional 
right of freedom of assembly. 


If the facts bear out the com- 


plaints that civil rights were vio 
lated, thuy said, they will Undoubt- 
edly order a full FBI investigalion 
of the whole affair.

If last season's dresses

Home Demonstration Agent 
Lorraine Blackwood has a number 
of suggestions for giving last sum- 
mer's wardrobe a "new look." 


First, she suggests taking 
in 


mind the details of the new look. 
Then start planning and remodel- 
ing your clothes. 
ShouWers 
are 


rounder and less padded, so take 
out the shoulder pads and reduce 
their size and thickness. 


Skirts are fuller and longer (12 


to 13 inches from the floor) and 
feature a looser fit, with ruffles 
and other soft dressmaker touches. 


If dresses are too short, put a | 


wide ruffle at the bottom. Raise ' 
the skirt until it fits well, then 
make a wide hem that comes 
a 
little above the knees. Attach 
the 


ruffle at the point where the hem 
is fastened. If the dress is printed 
striped or plaid use a plain ruffle. 
If the dress is plain, 
make 
the 


ruffle plaid. Add matching cuffs, 
collar or other trimming details. 
Gathered dirndle or gored skirts 
can have set-in bands of harmon- 
izing colors to lengthen them or a 
gathered flounce or wide band can 
be added at the bottom. 


For finishing details make

full petticoat of taffeta or cotton 
with a wide ruffle of plaid taffeta 
or embroidery around the bottom.

were outcasts from society, dread- 
ed and shunned by all. Many of 
these sufferers wandered over the 
face of the earth and were prohib- 
ited on a penalty of death or tor- 
ture to speak to other, human.be- 
ings.., .

Progress has been made, in treat- 
ment. Several new chemical, sub- 
stances, some of them related to 
the sulfa drugs, have been used 
•with encouraging results. Indeed 
the pictures of patients .with lep- 
rosy who have been .treated with 
such drugs clearly show that mar 
ny of the terrible outward signs 
of the- disease can be greatly im- 
proved.

New hope has therefore entered 
the somber outlook for the victims 
of leprosy. Sure and complete cure 
will almost certainly come and 
when it does, the recovered victims 
of this 
disease 
should be,taken 
back into society wjthout fear of 
the dread effects which have been 
given too much prominence by the 
hysterical attitude of our ancestors 
of the middle ages.

Hams Ripen 
Slowly in 
Cold Storage 


If cured hams are stored in the 


locker,plant they will not develop 
the flavor so characteristic of agod 
country hams. Cured pork ripens 
very slowly, if at all, in cold stor- 
age, 
Home Demonstration 
Agent 


Lorraine Blackwood points out. 


In order to better utilize the 


facilities of locker plants, cured 
hams and shoulders should be stor- 
ed at home. This leaves plant space 
available for preservation of fresh 
foods. 


If pork has been cured in locker 


plants, it is wise to know the type 
of cure that has been used, Mild 
"commercial cured" and heavily 
brine pumped meats will not store 
satisfactorily under home 
condi- 


tions. Your locker plant will cure 
your meat so that it will store satis- 
factorily at home, she advises.

The last major effort to form a 


United States of Europe—prior to 
the present attempt—was in 1929 
when 
Briand, 
then 
premier of 


France, announced his intention of 
working for such a union through 
the League of Nations. It was 
my 


privilege to observe at close range 
as this great idealist labored on a 
project which was a life ambition. 
He got much support, but the idea 
was ioo advanced tor his time. 


There were 
several 
schools ol 


thought in those days. One pro- 
posed to divide the world into five 
groups—the British 
Empire, 
Pan 


America, China and Japan, 
the 


Russian states and Pan 
Europa. 


This school regarded 
Russia 
as 


Asiatic rather than European, and 
even then it was recognized that 
communism and democracy were 
.ncompatiblc.

which demonstrated clearly enough 
.hat a third conflict might destroy 
ihe civilization we know.
